Mary Richardson, spokesman for the pe- 
titioning citizens, Tuesday night told the 
committee that a number of questions 
should be addressed before the Shawsheen 
decision becomes final. 

She said the 200 to 300 citizens from all 
over town who signed the petition believe 
the early childhood center would be ‘‘a 
grave mistake,’ and are ‘quite disturbed 
by the decision.”’

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Child Care Committee Meets 


The first meeting of the child care committee drew more 
than 30 participants interested in the three issues being dealt 
with: preschool aged child care; school-aged child care and 
extended kindergarten; and child care needs assessment. 
After dividing into sub-committees, each group developed a 
statement of purpose, goals and gave interim assignments. 

The preschool-aged committe, chaired by Candy Dann, will 
look into creating additional options for children.0-5. Existing 
day care centers and family day care homes for ages 0-2 
years, 9 months will be visited with the intent of proposing and 
developing guidelines for a new child care center in Andover. 
Another goal will be to encourage more people to run family 
day care homes. The goal for ages 2.9 to 5 will be to encourage 
local nursery schools to extend their hours. Educating the 
public to child care needs and other needs of working parents 
is another goal of this subcommittee. 

The purpose of the school-aged group, chaired by Laura 
Tenaro, is to find ways to provide quality comprehensive child 
care for children ages 6-13 and kindergarten children. The 
latter would be an extended day program, ideally in one 
school, an early childhood center. The priority for children 6- 


13 is to provide a program at each neighborhood school daily 
from 7 a.m. until classes begin and after school hours until 
6:30 p.m, The committee will visit established programs 
throughout the state. 

Both groups are also developing questions for the needs 
assesment committee, co-chaired by Kathy Hess and Louise 
Hart. This subcommittee will gather background into al! area 
studies related to child care that have been done in recent 
years. They will then develop a method of surveying those 
needs that have not been examined or are unique to Andover 
or where updated information might be valuable. They will 
look for input from the other two subcommittees in terms on 
their needs for information. This group will work with the 
Office for Children coordinating information. The committee 
is headed by Joan Pearson, director of Community Services, 
in coordination with Linnea Gershenberg, early childhood 
specialist for Andover schools, and members of the Mother 
Connection. 

The entire committee will meet on Monday Feb. 6, at 7:30 
p.m. in Shawsheen School. The public is invited. New mem- 
bers are welcome to join any of the three subcommittees. 


Symposium Continues Sunday 


‘Race Relations, from Emaacipation to World War,’’ the 
second lecture in the Phillips Academy Symposium on Race 
Relations in America, will bring Joel R. Williamson, a profes- 
sor in history from the University of North Carolina as 
speaker, on Ssunday, Jan. 29, at 8 p.m. The public is welcome 
to attend this free lecture in Kemper Auditorium, across from 
the Andover Inn. 

Williamson, Eudora Welty professor of Southern Studies at 
Millsap College for this spring, has written widely on his 
subject: ‘‘The Crucible of..Race: White Culture and Race 
Relations in the American South Since Emancipation”’ will be 
published by the Oxford University Press this year. His other 
publications are ‘‘After Slavery: The Negro in South Carolina 
During Reconstruction 1861-1877,"’ the University of North 
Carolina Press, 1965; ‘‘The Origins of Segregation,’’ D.C. 
Heath, 1968; and “New People: Miscegenation and Mulattoes 
in the United States,’ The Free Press, 1980. In progress is 


‘Faulkner and Southern History.”’ 

Williamson was schooled in the South and obtained his B.A 
and M.A. at the University of South Carolina. After military 
service in the U.S. Navy from 1951-54, he took his Ph.D. at the 
University of California at Berkeley and has since then been 
on the faculty of the University of North Carolina. 

P.A. parents and attorneys Sanford Katz and James Mere- 
dith will be the next speakers in the symposium. Their topic 
will be ‘‘Personal Accounts of the Movement.” 

Phillips Academy's Headmaster’s Symposium, ‘‘The Amer- 
ican Dilemma Revisited,’ is examining race relations in this 
country from an historical viewpoint. Like last year’s sympo- 
sium, “Nuclear Holocaust or Survival,”’ it is designed to 
encourage students to bring the skills of critical thinking out 
of the classroom to bear on contemporary topics of national or 
global concern and to include the Greater Lawrence commu- 
nity

league sports, people planned their own entertain- 
ment. Frequently, weeks were spent preparing for 
an evening gala. Patriotic and civic groups orga- 
nized many festivities. Phillips Academy hosted 
others and, of course, holidays were celebrated, 
though not always the same holidays we have to- 
day. Thanksgiving was dearly loved, but Christmas 
was frowned on by Puritan New England and elec- 
tion day was a May frolic rather than a November 
duty in pre-Civil War Andover. 

Many privste parties were held and dances were 
very formal in the 19th century. The policemen’s 
ball and the firemen’s ball took place at Town Hall 
each year and were happily anticipated throughout 
town, 

In addition to these events, ‘‘Fancy Occasions” 
will discuss the era of Harriet Beecher Stowe’s 
lively residency in Andover and the famous au- 
thor’s social impact on this quiet country town. 

To cap the morning program, a formal wedding 
of local interst will be described and the very dress 
worn by the bride at that long-ago wedding will be 
on display. The name of the bride, prominent in 
Andover, will then be revealed to the audience.

Families—they come in a variety of sizes, shapes 
and structures. How a family functions is impor- 
tant. Elizabeth Winship (‘‘Ask Beth’’) discusses in 
her book, ‘‘Reaching Your Teenager,’’ the parental 
role in relation to drugs and drug use: 

‘Our lives today are filled with many drugs. To 
help children learn to live wisely and safely among 
all these substances, parents need to examine their 
own habits regarding drugs, so they don’t unwit- 
tingly set a poor example. Few parents smoke dope 
or take heroin for recreation, but many parents 
start their day with an instant fix of coffee or reach 
for the Valium to get through a difficult period. You 
. can’t stop taking all medicines, but for vour own 
sake as well as your child’s, you do want to avoid 
unneeded dependency on any drug. Use caution. 
Look for other methods of relief whenever possible 
Solve your problems, rather than trying to drink or 
drug them away 

‘Parents can’t do much to prevent their children 
from coming in contact with many of the sub- 
stances that are available to them today. Vigorous 
citizen campaigns to get drugs out of schools, to 
eliminate dealers and to take political aim at better 
control of hard drugs and alcohol will help in the 
long run, but these efforts can't bring about 
changes fast enough to help your kids right now. 
You will have to try te protect them with knowledge 
of what drugs are all about as well as an objective 
and intelligent attitude 

Parents who discuss drug use in a rational way, 
before it becomes part of their children’s environ- 
ment, lay the groundwork for rational responses on 
the part of teenagers. Parents who say nothing, and 
then explode when their teenager has some contact 
with a drug, make it very difficult for the adoles- 
cent to make sensible choices. By the time they 
reach junior high and high school, teenagers are 
people with independent ideas, growing ability and 
self-control; if you treat them as such, they are less 
likely to get into serious trouble. Adolescents need

room in which to explore and experiment, even to 
rebel. If you clamp down and do nothing but forbid, 
criticize and judge, they won't develop good 
judgment; their self-esteem will diminish and 
open, productive discussion will not be easy to 
initiate. In other words, they will tune you out. 

‘Good communication is never more important 
than it is over the issue of drugs. If you give kids the 
chance to talk and explain their views, you may 
develop a dialogue that will help both sides. You 
can then start setting up some early warning sys- 
tems to help your teenagers fend off the peer 
pressures they are bound to get. You won't stop 
them from reacting to these pressures, but young 
people who have some preparation can better han- 
dle peer group expectations. Knowing ahead that 
they will be asked to try different things gives them 
a chance to think about what they want to do and to 
make more studied decisions. 

‘Virtually all kids try some kind of drug at some 
time in their adolescence. Teenagers are experi- 
menting with life and want to try everything and 
sampling something a couple of times doesn’t cause 
ruin. When a youngster finds that a drug offers 
escape from worry is the time trouble starts, so 
parents’ listening skills should be directed toward 
these problems. Encourage kids to talk freely about 
their anxiety concerning school, social life. person- 
al development and perhaps even family tensions 
as well 
Usually the first reason a youth will give you for

taking a drug is ‘‘I like it.’’ This is not always a cop- 
out explanation. Once someone becomes a drug 
abuser, however, there are other underlying psy- 
chological issues to deal with. But to deny that 
drugs lead to feeling good is to deny a fact. Parents 
must be willing to admit this fact to their children 
and focus the discussion on other, more individual 
and personal issues.”’

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She Will Head For 
Europe As Part Of 
Team USA In Hockey 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


Donna (Wallace) Bissette of Essex Street 
has played softball, soccer and basketball, 
but at 16 she found the sport that really 
appealed to her: ice hockey. Now that she is 
about to turn 20, that sport will take her to 
Europe as a member of the first girls’ 
hockey team to participate in an athletic 
and cultural exchange tour . 

Donna has found much to like about play- 
ing hockey, including the fact that it’s ‘‘not 
something that everybody else does,”’ she 
explains. ‘It’s something different that I 
do, something special that makes me differ- 
ent 

Beyond that, it’s not easy to explain why 
hockey won her heart, she says: ‘I was 
never much for sports that were hard work, 
like soccer and basketball, where you're 
rinning back and forth and get out of 
breath. Skating is just as hard, but it’s a lot 
of fun. It’s just something that clicks.” 

The daughter of.Mrs. Judith Wallace of 
Andover, Donna has lived in Andover most 
of her life; she attended Bancroft School,

East Junior High and Andover High School. 
She is married to Stephen Bissette, who is 
originally from Wilmington. 

Slender, dark-haired and pretty, Donna 
plays with the Stoneham Unicorns, part of 
Stoneham’s youth hockey league — with 90 
players, ‘‘the biggest hockey program for 
girls in the country.’’ The Unicorns play in 
the Senior B league of the Concord ( Mass. ) 
Statewide hockey league (although they 
also have a team that plays in the tougher 
Senior A league, and players switch back 
and forth between teams), and have played 
in both state and national championship 
competitions 

She is one of 20 young hockey players 
(along with coaches and some parents and 
friends) who will travel to Europe in April 
with ‘Team USA.’ The team will play 
against hockey teams in Germany and Bel- 
gium, but the trip is primarily intended as a 
good-will tour. 

‘The cultural exchange is the first priori- 
ty,’’ Donna explains, ‘‘to see foreign coun- 
The second is to have fun playing 
Winning is third.’’ Team USA tours have 
taken boys’ teams to Europe for years, but 
this spring will be the first time a girls’ 
team has been formed to travel abroad 

The hockey player learned to figure Skate 
at the tender age of three or four, when she 
started skating on a pond behind her house 
At 15, she became a Boston Bruins fan, and 
while watching that professional team 
Donna made up her mind to become a 
hockey player 

With some research at the library, she 
found a hockey school in Ontario, Canada, 
the Can/Am Hockey School, and enrolled in 
hockey camp there where she had to 
learn how to skate all over again. ‘‘There’s 
a big difference between skating on figure 
skates and skating on hockey skates,’’ she 
explains : 

Figure skates have a ‘‘pick’’ (a saw 
toothed edge) on the front of the blades, and 
figure skaters use the pick to dig into the 
ce as they push forward, lifting their 
skates off the ice with a kicking motion. But 
hockey skates have a smooth, curved blade 
ind hockey players must push their skates 
out to the side not forward while 
Keeping them close to the ice 

Besides learning a new skating technique 
Donna also learned to play position, a bit 
about shooting, and a lot about the impor 
tance of team play in hockey 

It's not hard te 
hard to be good at it. You 
develop new muscles and coordina 
tion, The fun is the important thing,’’ she 
emphasizes. ‘‘I can enjoy it just as much 
even though I’m not as good as some of the 
girls are.’’ (Some of the Unicorns, she 
notes, are good enough to play on boys’ 
teams at their high schools. ) 

When she finished hockey camp, Donna 
asked the people at a local hockey shop 
where she could find a girls’ team. She 
played with a team in Nashua, N.H. until it 
folded — and there she met her husband,

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Outside Counselors May Be Used 
To Provide Student Services 


For the first time, counselors from outside mental health 
agencies may soon start coming into Andover schools to offer 
their services to students. 

The counselors — third-party providers —would help ease 
the burden on the school system’s five adjustment counselors, 
who now carry caseloads of more than 45 students each. 
Parents’ private insurance coverage would pay for the coun- 
seling 

The School Committee recently voted to accept the idea of 
allowing outside counselors into the schools, and directed 
Pamela Kvilekval, pupil personnel administrator, to draw up 
guidelines on the use of outside counselors for the commit- 
tee’s final approval. 

Kvilekval earlier this month delivered a report on third- 
party providers, at the committee’s request. A state law 
passed last year allows public schools to offer third-party 
counseling services on school grounds, using parents’ private 
insurance coverage. 

She emphasized that the use of private insurance is volun- 
tary: the schools cannot require parents to use private coun- 
selors, rather than school counselors, and use their insurance 
coverage to pay for private counseling. 

The administrator recommended that the school committee 
allow outside counselors into the schools. There are currently 
271 Andover students receiving counseling, she said, ard those 
students ‘‘are not getting as much as they need’ because 
school counselors are too busy

She suggested that private counselors be used only for 
short-term, group or family therapy, while school counselors 
would continue to give their time to long-term cases, private 
therapy, preventive and crisis cases, and children with emo- 
tional and multiple handicaps. 


Kvilekval recommended that counselors from local non- 
profit mental health agencies be used because their fee scales 
are lower, and that specific outside counselors be assigned to 
a given school, working closely with staff counselors and 
teachers. 

She noted that the school system already refers some cases 
to third-party providers: The only new aspect of her recom- 
mendation was that private counselors would come into the 
schools, she said 


Committee members voted unanimously to accept the idea 
‘in principle,’ and asked Kvilekval to draw up guidelines on 
how outside providers would be selected and used. 

Chairman Richard Neal also wanted a legal opinion on 
whether the schools would have to follow bidding procedures 
to choose providers. (Kvilekval said she did not believe that 
would be necessary) 


And Andover Education Association President Stephen Jan- 
kauskas told the committee the AEA would like to discuss the 
use of third-party providers ‘‘at the bargaining table’’ before 
the new practice begins.

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Town’s Budget Will Increase, But 
Services Remain About The Same

Andover’s fiscal 1985 budget, as proposed 
by the town manager, includes more than 
$11 million on the town side and $14.6 mil- 
lion on the school side for operating ex- 
penses, a 9.3 percent increase over the 
current town and school operating budgets. 

But the total recommended budget of 
$33.5 million, with a total $25.7 million for 
operating expenses, represents a ‘‘stand 
pat’ budget that is ‘‘really satisfactory to 


no one,’’ Town Manager Kenneth Mahony 
writes in his annual budget message. 


The budget, which the selectmen will 
begin reviewing in detail on Feb. 6, includes 
‘‘no major expansion of services,’’ the man- 
ager writes, even as the town ‘‘welcomes 
large numbers of new industries and new 
residents to our community."’ 

No major expansion of services means no 
additional police and fire personnel (‘‘who 
are increasingly needed’’), no continuation 
of a road maintenance program planned 
last year, and no new computers for the 
school department as planned last year

With their share of the town’s budget pie 
now sliced at $14.6 million, the School Com- 
mittee is looking at an operating budget

After their first review of the fiscal 1985 
school budget Tuesday night, the commit- 
tee had words of thanks for what Commit- 
teeman Robert Smith called ‘‘the 
cooperative spirit’ of the selectmen and 
Finance Committee that helped boost the 
school department budget 

Chairman Richard Neal said the bottom 
line turned out to be ‘essentially the figure 
we were looking toward,’’ and had been 
reached ‘‘in a fashion that has not robbed 
someone else — too badly.’’ FinComm 
Chairman Ruth Dunbar called the $14.6 
million school budget ‘‘a real accomplish- 
ment for the town.” 

Superintendent Kenneth Seifert said his 
recommended budget includes ‘‘the best 
teacher/pupil ratios that I've seen on a first 
pass in 14 years,” reflecting the school 
committee’s decision to give first funding 
priority to the classroom 

He added that he intended to present this 
year’s budget with ‘‘a positive tone,’ and 
emphasized that Andover students continue 
to be high achievers compared to their 
peers around the state and across the na- 
tion 

The superintendent's proposed budget in- 
cludes approximately $11.6 million for sala- 
ries and $3 million for expenses. (The 
current budget includes $10.6®million for

School Budget Will 
Allow Teacher/Pupil 
Ratio Improvement

Budget Director Anthony Torrisi, explains 
that if the levy limit drops one year — as 
Andover’s did in fiscal 1982 — the levy limit 
is then ‘locked in’’ at a lower number. The 
chance to increase the levy limit to its 
potential maximum is lost indefinitely, and 
the community is ‘‘penalized forever." 
The catch-up provision recognizes that 
‘‘quirks’’ may appear in the annual levy 
limit, and eliminates any ‘‘penalty’’ by al- 
lowing cities and towns to return to their 
fiscal 1982 levy limit, Torrisi says. By tak- 
ing advantage of the provision, Andover 
expects to come up with $800,000 a year. 
Mahony plans to use that money to catch 
up with town and school maintenance needs 
that have been put off in recent years and 
could lead to ‘‘substantial additional cost”’ 
if delayed any longer. Top priorities include 
some new roofs, playing field im- 
provements, improved heating and ventila- 
tion systems at Andover High School, and 


The salary budget includes a six-percent 
wage increase for teachers, anc salaries for 
two new teaching positions: a cable tele- 
vision/fine arts teacher, and a public speak- 
ing teacher 

The proposed staffing level would provide 


‘very reasonable’ teacher/pupil ratios, 
Seifert said. Total elementary enrollment 
for next year is projected at 2,349, com- 
pared to a current 2,397. The secondary 
school is projected at 2,560 next year, com- 
pared to the current 2,603 

At the elementary level, ratios would 
range from 19.3:1 (South School third 
grade) to 26.75:1 (Bancroft School fifth 
grade). Ratios are based on homeroom 
sizes: instructional groupings could vary in 
size 

And in the secondary schools, teacher/pu- 
pil ratios could range from 19.6:1 (Andover 
High foreign languages) to 25:1 (Doherty 
Junior High English, mathematics, science 
and social studies). Staffing has been rex 
ommended at the current level, although 
teachers could be moved around, depending 
on how many students register for various 
courses 

Chairman Neal asked for additional infor- 
mation on a number of items (including 
user fees and equipment needs), and the 
committee will begin reviewing the budget 
in earnest during their next meeting on 
Feb. 7 

Neal indicated that the committee will 
finish reviewing the budget in full by the 
end of next month, in plenty of time to be 
included in the Finance Committee's print- 
ed report: to: town meeting 


ventilation improvements at the public 
safety center 

While these projects are underway, 
continuing maintenance will not be neglect- 
ed, the manager says, so ‘‘at the end of five 
years our buildings will be in adequate 
condition.” 

The additional $300,000 a year will not be 
considered an operating expense and will 
not be absorbed into the operating budget, 
he writes. He notes that it will allow the 
town to fund the maintenance project with- 
out bonding, which would cost the town 
interest payments 

Manager Mahony concludes that his rec- 
ommended budget is ‘‘the most acceptable 
compromise between the constraints levied 
on us and the growing demands of a vigor- 
ous community.’’ Whether Andover’s tax- 
payers agree will be revealed in April — 
when annual town meeting will be asked to

Library 
Developer 
Voted 


The choice of a developer to renovate 
Memorial Hall Library has been ping-pong- 
ing back and forth between two developers 
for several weeks now, but this week the 
selectmen voted to award the project to the 
Sargent Nichols Co. of Peabody for once 
and for all. 

In two unanimous votes Monday night, 
the selectmen agreed to rescind their ap- 
proval of Peabody Construction Co. of 
Braintree as the library developer, and to 
avard the contract to Sargent Nichois 

Both the selectmen and the Reuse Com- 
mittee last month voted to award the pro- 
ject to Peabody, developer of the recently- 
completed school building project, because 
Peabody appeared to be the low bidder 

However, this month it became apparent 
that the firm could not live up to the costs 
town officials had expected, Town Manager 
Kenneth Mahony said this week. He there- 
fore recommended that the library be 
turned over to the erstwhile runner-up 
Sargent Nichols 

According to a sale-and-repurchase plan 
approved by town meeting last year, Sar 
gent Nichols (under the title Fairstreet 
Associates Limited Partnership) will buy 
the library from the town for $69,000 and 
then renovate it and build an addition, to the 
town's specificiations, at an estimated cost 
of $4.6 m Ilion. Those renovations will near- 
ly double the size of the library 

Once the work is complete, Andover will 
lease Memorial Hall for 15 years at approx- 
imately $477,000 a year, and then buy back 
the library. Annual cost to the town will be

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The Budget Process 


Andover’s municipal budget was made public 
this week, even though it was composed and ready 
several days ago. 

Frankly, there should have been no objection to 
the document being released last week for public 
consumption. 

But, apparently the town manager felt the 
town’s financial obligations for the coming year 
should be formally presented to the selectmen and 
the finance committee before being placed out for 
public consumption. 

Now, there is nothing wrong with insuring that 
the selectmen get their copies, of the budget first, 
or at least at the same time that the document is 
released to the public. After all, they are the 
town’s chief policy-making board and responsible 
for overseeing the actions of the manager. 

But, their importance is somewhat diminished 
by the fact that the town’s municipal budget is 
paid for by the general public, which should have 
every right to be aware of the potential costs of 
municipal services in the coming year as soon as 
possible. 

Since the inception of the manager form of 
government over 25 years ago, the various admin- 
istrators have used various means to present the 
budget to the town’s official family and to the 
people. 

The action has ranged from full-fledge ‘State of 
The Town’ presentations at Memorial Hall Li- 
brary, to simple handing of the document to the 
press and town officials as soon as the bottom line 
has been determined. 

Always there has been the caution that this 
presentation is preliminary and several factors 


will be involved before the matter is ultimately 
presented to town meeting for approval. 

This year the procedure took a rather radical 
departure, having been withheld from the public 
until such time as selectmen, finance committee 
and others in officialdom had it in their hands. 

We have little doubt that anything within the 
budget is suspect, even though such procedures 
would tend to lead one to believe that something 
ominous is in the offing. 

What is somewhat bothersome is that the budget 
presentatoin plan follows a plan employed by a 
municipal manager in New Hampshire who has 
been embattled with the public and the press for 
many years over his methods. 

Claiming that the budget is only in its prelimi- 
nary stages, he refuses to release the initial docu- 
ment, or even discuss potential department costs 
until such time as the figures are refined and 
ready for final presentation. 

While there is no fear that such a practice will be 
initiated here, it would seem more appropriate to 
follow past procedures and release the budget 


document as soon as it is completed and ready for 
public scrutiny 


Protocol can be followed by getting the docu- 
ment to the selectmen and finance committee 
members in ample time before publication. 

While members of the official family may be 
called upon to defend the budget, it is, after all, the 
public which will be paying the tota! bill in the end 
and they have every right to know what that cost is 
going to bé as soon as it is available. 

A year hence we trust that procedure will be 
followed.

Now he helps crime 
prevention officers prevent B&Es (breaking and 
entering) by appearing at Crime Watch meetings to 
give citizens tips on protecting their property. 

This particular Crime Watch 
meeting was in the Tower Hill 
section of Lawrence, which I rep- 
resent. Plagued with burglaries, # 
Lawrence is fighting back by or- ie 
ganizing neighborhood Crime 
Watch groups. It is a cost-effec- 
tive method that works and the® 
city has statistics to prove it. 

Our B&E expert had all kinds 
of stories about how easy home- 
owners make the junkie’s job: 
alarm systems left off, windows and doors un- 
locked, dogs locked in the cellar. However, the 
point he stressed over and over is this — a suspi- 
cious neighbor is a criminal’s worst enemy and a 
homeowner's best friend. He stayed away from 
neighborhoods which were obviously organized 
against burglaries because people had been trained 
to call the police, had engraved their possessions 
with 1.D. numbers and had posted Crime Watch 
signs on their homes 

In Andover Crime Watch is supported by the 
selectmen and police department. Officer Joe Ouel- 
lette (475-0411) is our crime prevention officer and 
he can help your neighborhood get organized. Ob- 
viously there are areas of Andover which are too 
spread out to have an effective Crime Watch pro- 
gram. However, neighborhoods near town and in 
developments are very suitable. Senior citizens and 
teenagers have a special role in Crime Watch. 

On the state level we need to revise sentencing 
procedures to insure swift and certain punishment 
for offenders. On the local level, aware citizens can 
be the police department’s best ally. I would be 
happy to talk to anyone thinking about organizing a 
neighborhood Crime Watch.

After Defense Secretary 
Caspar Weinberger 
promised to put an end to 
the Pentagon’s extravagant 
buying sprees and claimed 
major success in cutting out 
waste in 1982, the congres- 
sional investigators studied 
the renegotiated contracts 
for that year. They found 
that instead of getting 19 
cents pared off for each

At that rate, Texas Instru- 
ments will get to keep about

lion the auditors questioned.

But the town house will not be deserted. Town 
Manager Kenneth Mahony said town employees 
will be ‘in and out’’ of the building during the 
transitional months ahead, and computers in the 
old Town Hall will remain on line for a while.
